W H O S H O U L D B E IN D IC T E D ? 


We have heard numerous statesmen, varying in type 
from the socialistic professor to the Tammany patronage 
dispenser, indicting the republican party lor what has 
happened in this country.

Anyhow the Harding period was one of demobilization of 
the war administration and bringing the country out of the | 
depression that struck in the last year of the Wilson ad-j 
ministration when war deflation began. 
In the sixty-eighth congress there were 37 regular re­ 
publican senator and 59 democrats, farmer-laborites, and 
insurgents who could be called upon to deliver enough 
votes to defeat an administration measure. 
In the sixty-ninth congress, which was in the Coolidge 
administration, there were 12 regular republicans who 
could be depended upon to vote as partisans against 51 
from among whom could be rallied enough to defeat ad­ 
ministration proposals, bills, and nominations for import­ 
ant p o sts requiring confirmation. 
in the seventieth congress the administration opponents 
lost one and in the seventy-first they gained two.
